Big Rounds Coming Up 


W ith the primaries of mid-May rip ­ 
ped off the calendar, the stage is vir­ 
tually set for the decisive Democratic 
battles for the 1056 presidential nom­ 


ination. 
The 
critical 
ballot-box 
tests, 
of 
course, are those in Oregon, Florida 
and California between Adlai Steven­ 
son of Illinois and Sen. Estes Kefauver 
of Tennessee. 
As matters stand now, Stevenson 
must again be considered the front- 
runner, while Kefauver is like a horse 
on the outside trying to come up. 
Since his early defeats at Kefau- 
ver's hands, the former Illinois gover­ 
nor has done nothing startling at the 
polls. 
But neither has he been dam ­ 
aged afresh. 
As 
he 
has 
survived 
successive 
weeks without, new injury, his latent 
strength has come to the surface in 
some states which choose delegates in 
conventions or nonpresidential prim ar­ 
ies. For instance, when Alabam a elect­ 
ed 26 delegates it was reported 20 fa­ 
vored Stevenson. 
Big state leaders like Gov. George 
Leader of Pennsylvania 
have taken 
heart, too, and are standing by the 
19 52 nominee. 
Nevertheless, Stevenson is not so 
strong that he could not be fatally h u ll 
by reverses in one or more of the three 
critical primaries, or even by fair-to- 
middling victories. 
Doubts still exist 


a3 to his vote-getting powers in 19 56. 
Anything which feeds them 
heavily 


w ill almost certainly finish him. 
K efau ver has not m aintained the 
pace of his early triumphs. "He slacked 
off in Illinois, N ew Jersey, Penn sylvan ­ 
ia and the minor battlegrounds of A las­ 
ka and the District of Columbia. The 
bandwagon psychology he early gen­ 
erated in many quarters has undoubt­ 


edly weakened. 
Yet, he is putting up a stubborn 
fight, especially in Florida and 68 -vole 
C alifornia. And he has picked off dele­ 
gates from M aryland and Indiana in 
recent outings, though an uninstructed 
slate held him to 2 to 1 in M aryland 
and 
President Eisenhower's 
Indiana 
totals left the Tennessean well in ar­ 
rears as a farm-state vote-getter, 
Kefauver, far more than Stevenson, 
is in a make-or-break situation with 
respect to Oregon-Florida-California. 


Top Democrats never have viewed his 
candidacy with favor. 
Only the most 
sweeping victories would perhaps im­ 
press them. 
No sure sign appears now that the 
senator has the stuff 1o produce such 
dram atic results. 
B u t he 
might be 
strong enough to prevent Stevenson 
from rolling up the margins*he needs. 
In that event, the chances are that 
both Stevenson and Kefauver would 
slide from major attention and the 
dark-horse scramble would be on.

“ DO y o u remember that v aca­ 
tio n I to o k with By rd in Mex ico 
a y ear later? He hunted me up in 
New Yo rk and sho wed me a let­ 
ter he had just receiv ed fro m 
Mex ico . It was written o n thin, 
green paper in a fine, spidery 
hand and it was fro m the wo man, 
M e r c e d e s Maria Mendo za. 
I 
hadn't 
ev en 
remembered 
her 
name. She wro te she was dy ing, 
and demanded that we co me to 
see her. ‘Ho w did she kno w o ur 
names? ’ I asked By rd. 
“ ’Tim Rafferty must hav e to ld 
her lo ng ago ,’ By rd said. 
“ I kno w Tim must hav e been 
po sitiv e all alo ng that we were 
the men who had v isited her that 
night. We may hav e fo o led the 
captain, but we didn’t fo o l Tim. 
He had to ld By rd abo ut the 
wo man and By rd and I had been 
to gether. 
“ Mrs. Mendo za had sent her 
letter to By rd in care o f the War 
Department. It had been fo r­ 
warded to By rd in care o f his 
fsthcr. 
“ By rd go t leav e fro m his jo b, 
chartered a small plane and flew 
me do wn to a Mex ican airpo rt. 
We rented a car there and dro v e 
to the v illage. 
It had changed 
quite a bit—so uv enir sho ps fo r 
to urists, American drug sto res, 
so me pav ed streets. Seño ra Men­ 
do za was liv ing at ano ther ad­ 
dress, an apartment in a new 
fo ur-stery building.

o ur liberty . 
“ As a lawy er I knew that o nce 
y o u make any kind o f reparatio n 
y o u are admitting guilt, the as­ 
sumptio n being that no o ne make« 
reparatio n 
unless 
there 
is 
a 
wro ng to be rep aired. Bu t whi.t 
else co u ld we do ? Seño ra Men­ 
do za said she had been suppo rt­ 
ing herself by renting ro o ms to 
to urists. She sp o k e bitterly o f the 
po v erty an d narro wness o f v il­ 
lage life in Mex ico . 
She had 
heard o f the mo re co mfo rtable 
lffe in America fro m her bo ard­ 
ers. Why co uldn’t o ne o f us ado pt 
her child so that the little girl 
co uld be bro ught up m America 
with a go o d educatio n and ev ery 
material adv antage’ 
The child 
was clev er. 
She 
had 
already 
learned idio matic English fro m 
the American bo arders and spo ke 
it almo st entirely witho ut a fo r­ 
eign accent, mimicking what she 
heard, as children do . far mo re 
ex actly than'an adult can.*

It had two la rge wheels and was 
made mostly of oak. with the ax le 
formed out of strong hickory. The 
pulling shafts ex tended three or 
four feet in front of the cart body 
so that the lead m an, woman or 
boy could ea sily pull it. The body 
of the ca rt w a s 7 feet long and 
18 inches deep. 
Only babies and sick children: 
rode in the ca rt with food, bed­ 
ding 
and 
household 
goods. 
The 
rest of the fam ily walked to Utah. 
The journey wa s a tough one, 
full 
of hardships. Edmund Ells­ 
worth, who led the first handcart 
company, wrote: 
I had to labor with the people 
by showing them there was honor 
attached to pulling handcarts Into 
the va lley—far more than In hav­ 
ing to be carried in a wagon to 
the va lleys of the m ountains.” 
The first three com pa nies a v­ 
era ged 15 m iles a dav—more than 
waa averaged by ox en and wagon 
—and all arrived in Salt Lake Val­ 
ley la te in September and early 
in October. A few had died and 
were buried along the route. 
Brigham Young hailed the hand­ 
cart com pa nies as a great success, 
and other European converts pre­ 
pared to lea ve for America. 
Then disaster struck two other 
com pa nies, which left England in 
June and which didn't lea ve Iowa 
until late August. 
Both companies — totaling 9 88* 
converts—were slowed by muddy 
trails in Nebraska. In western Ne 
braska. a herd of stampeding buf-j 
falo scattered one com pa ny and! 
destroyed many handcarts.

There is no denying it, a mod­ 
ern functional type house is rath­ 
er a “ plain Jan e’’ to look at from 
the street, compared with the at­ 
tractively sym m etrical and orna­ 
mental facade of traditional de­ 
sign. 
It may never have the dignity 
of a pillared southern mansion, 
but its informal air and spreading 
lines can be made home-like and 
inviting by growing flowers in 
window boxes and plantups such 
as the architects often provide. 
If your architect forgot this de­ 
tail, it is a simple do-it-yourself 
job to make them and fill them 
with floral color during the sum ­ 
mer, and evergreen boughs in 
winter. 
For a standard single window, 
a box 3H feet long, 8 inches deep 
and 10 inches wide is a good size. 
But m easure your windows and 
make boxes to fit. Even longer 
porch planters need not be deeper 
or wider for good results. 
Think of the box as a decora­ 
tion of the house; m ake it of a 
suitable size and a color to match 
the house color or trim. 
Rich soil, of the type which flor­ 
ists call potting soil, must be used 
for window boxes. Because there 
is so little of it to feed the flowers, 
it should be well fertilized. A 
tablespoonful of balanced plant 
food for each square foot of soil 
should be used. 
For most annual flowers, at 
least six hours of sun a day is 
necessary and this requires a 
south exposure.
